TARIFF REVISION IN CHINA. 
—Thre followingcommunicated article, taken 
from the N.-@. Daily News, sets forth very 
impartially a foreigner’s opinion an the pro- 
posed revision of the Chineso tariffs :— 

China has_incurred nn indebtednoss in 
gold which may be indefinitely increased if 
it sincerely intends to open up the country 
to steam, while it proposéa fya-to incur 
expenditure upon armamonta to repair the 
waste of tho war, Tho ptosent service of 
the debt may be two millions sterling 
annually, while three millions inighit easily 
be expended in munitions of war. How is 
China to provide these five millions? It 
cannot do so simply by taxing imports, 
because whether the twx be levied in 
money or in kind neither enable it to pay 
interest nor-to buy urms. Whatever 
China imports must’ be paid for in gold or 
by commodities, ond. China will not obtain 
gold hy s tax upon imports paid in silvor, 
it must do so by exporting commodi
